PREPARATORY TO CITIZENSHIP 


The Need for Women to be Educated 
is Also Growing, for Woman's 
Suffrage is Coming 


“One of the great problem* of the 
co u n try is th a t of th e proper ed u ca­ 
tion of alien m en and women p re­ 
p ara to ry to th e ir becom ing citizens.’’ 
said R. K. Doe, of D uluth, n a tu ra l­ 
ization exam iner of the district em ­ 
b racin g part of N orth D akota, W is­ 
consin and M innesota. 
F orty c an d i­ 
dates are up for citizenship papers at 
th e N ovem ber term of court. 
“ Prospective citizens should know 
th e E nglish language. 
They should 
know 
more th a n 
the 
superficial 
know ledge em braced in a few ques­ 
tions asked th em ,” said 
Mr. 
Doe. 
“ T h eir education should com mence 
at the earliest possible moment. N ight 
schools are needed, such as they 
have on the Mesaba range aud which 
are doing a world of good,” said the 
exam iner. 
Raym ond F. Crest, deputy com m is­ 
sioner of natu ralizatio n , with h 
q u a rte rs at W ashington. D. C., is 
endeavoring to stir up a proper a p ­ 
preciation of the im p o rtan ce of t e 
education of all alien men and w o ­ 
m en prep arato ry to th eir assum ing 
citizenship.
